Railroad Bridges 

‘The long standing problem of 
the bridges over the Boston and 
Maine Railroad has now been at~ 
tacked by Town Manager Gerald 
Bouchard. 

Monday night he told the Select~ 
men that he had been in commun- 
feation with the State Department 
of Public Works, in an effort to 
re-align the intersections of Route 
38 and 129, so as to eliminate the 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge.
